D J PILGRIM 



Pilgrim a local DJ 
from W'ton, 
age 23 

(birthday 9th April), has over the last few years worked himself up to one of 
the Midlands and Country's top DJ's. He is currently playing his blinding sets 
all over the country. We at Quest caught up with him in the week, and the 
rest follows 



Where did you get the name Pilgrim?- 

A lot of people thinks it's a nickname because 
it's unusual, it actually happens to be my 
surname. 

When did you first start DJing? 

About 5 yrs ago. I was at a hip hop all-dayer 
at a local youth club. 

What kind of music were you into before 
hard core? 

I used to be a hip hop man in my youth. 
So what made you crossover into the world 
of rave? 

I used to go to a club where they used to play 
hip hop & rave. At first I would only be 
interested in the hip hop sets, but slowly the 
rave tunes started to gorw on me, until 
finally I decided that hardcore was the music 
for me. 

When do you consider you made your first 
big breaks? 

I got my firt big breaks playing at a club 
called Starlight in Bloxwich, that got my 
name talked about as a rave DJ and also at 
Quest who gave me a chance to prove my 
talents in front of a big crowd from all over 
the country. Also enabling me to play 
alongside the country's top DJs and to play at 
top all-nighters. 

Why would you say you have been so 
successful as a DJ? 

When I play out I try and play the tunes that 
the crowd want. I try and get to venues early 
and mingle with the crowd. This helps me 
find out what the atmosphere is like and 
what tunes want to be heard. 
How do you decide what tunes to buy and 
when to play them on the night? 
When I buy tunes they have to have a good 
beat - fairly fast and have something about 
them that ravers will remember. When I start 
a set, I start off heavy, clam in the middle and 
heavy at the end. 

Where do you do most of your DJing? 
Regularly at Quest, mainly in the Midlands 
but recently I have played quite a few times 
down south. 

What are the best clubs you've played at? 

By far Quest has got to be the best club I've 
played in the Midlands. Down south I've 
played at Interdance, Worthing which had a 
good set-up there and the crowd were very 
receptive to my music and style. Lazer Dome, 
Peckham is also well worthy of a mention. 
The best allnighters I have played at are 
Fantazia, Donington Park and Dance Nation, 
Weston Park. 

How many places do you usually play at in 
one night? 

On average 1 or 2. The most I've played in 
one night is 4 (Brighton, Bedford, Coventry 
and Leicester). I now usually refuse to play 
more than twice, as all the rushing around 
can affect the way you play. 

Do you ever play planned sets? 

I have never played and never will play a 
planned set because some DJ's will play a 




certain set and sometimes this does not go 
down well with the crowd and the DJ has no 
alternative, whereas I will play a record and 
look at the crowd's reaction and base the rest 
of my set on the kind of tunes they will like. 
All of which is done on the spur of the 
moment. I rely quite heavily on my DJing 
instincts. 

What do you think of the ravescene at the 
moment? 

At the moment I think it's popularity is dying 
down a little because: 

1. ) Prices ie £25 or £30 a ticket 

2. ) Bullshit on flyers 

and 3.) Same old venues used for allnighters. 
Ravers, in my opinion, are also looking for 
something a little bit different in the music 
they hear from DJ's. That's why I think techno 
has now started to creep back in. Promoters, 
DJ's and ravers will let it. I can see the music 
splitting up with techno being more of an 
underground thing and rave as it is a more 
commercial scene for the up and coming 
youngbloods. 

What was the most embarrassing moment 
for you as a D J? 

Whilst playing a last tune some daft geezer in 
the crowd wanted to speak to me, so I leant 
forward to speak to him. After finishing a 
totally useless conversation I pulled my head 
back and the headphone cable caught on the 
end of the needle, which then sent the 
needle flying across the record and everyone 
stopped dancing (I nearly stopped 
breathing). They all just started staring, 
wondering what was going on, I just put the 
needle back to the beginning and buried my 
head. 

What ambitions do you have for your DJing 
future? 

Short term to achieve a bigger name for 

myself down south. Long term to be No.1 

here and abroad. 

Which rave DJ's do you rate? 

For me to rate a DJ, they can't be no ordinary 

DJ that just fades records into the next one. 

They have to mix things up - well. My current 

favourites are Jumping Jack Frost, Randall, 



Ratty, Nedryder, Tango, Fallout, Chemistry 
and Storm (London). Up and comings I rate 
highly are Nexus and DJ Kid (Scotland). 

Who are your favourite MC's? 
The MC's that do it for me are the ones who 
keep quiet during my mixing. The men like 
Man Parrish, Bassman, Magika, Scarlet, 
Robbie Dee, Lennie, Joker. Also a big shout 
out to MC Scratch Master Teckno. 

What advice would you give to any up and 
coming DJs who have not yet played out? 

For those who haven't played out and have 
not got a bit of a name already I have one bit 
of advice 'Don't quit your day job'. At the 
moment there are so many up and comings 
most promoters have already chosen their 
DJs. Advice for up and comings that have 
played out - first of all I'd like to congratulate 
you for having already achieved what you 
have done so far, as I realise how difficult it is 
to get on a night. Just keep working hard, 
keep your style original and don't let people 
walk all over you. 

Have you any plans to go abroad? 

At the moment there is talk of an event in 
Amsterdam, also I am discussing plans with 
an agent in the U.S.A. 

So where can people see you? 

Most of the time you can catch me at Quest, 

either playing or visiting, Amnesia House, 

Fantazia. Down south there's Inter-Dance or 

Innersense once a month - plus many one-off 

events all over the country. 

Any respects or shouts going out to 

anyone? 

Just a massive thanks and respect going out 
to all promoters that I have worked for in the 
past, all DJ's & Mc's on the scene, all the 
ravers, who have always been behind me, 
thanks for your support.
